The offer was made 


through the Covina chamber of com- 
merce by a committee composed of 
Henry Damerol, W. A. Vincy and 
Charles ComminS. 
The site comprises 


the holdings of the Rives and San Gab- 
riel Valloy Investment Co. ranches, on 
the north slope of the San Jose hills. 
This site is also backed by the cham- 
bers of commerce of Azusa and Glen- 
dora.

In the language of Will Carle- 
ton in one of his literary efforts, "If 
you want to appreciate heaven you 
want to be about fifteen minutes in 
hell." 
It has been infinitely longer 


than Jhat since we began bumping over 
the worst road in the county and in 
our appeals to the authorities who hold 
our fate in the hollow of their hands 
wo begged them to look us over and if 
there was a worse piece of highway in 
the county, to fix that first and then 
when our turn came we would like 
somo attention. 


Well, our turn finally came, and one 


afternoon I bumped over the abomi- 
nable piece of road for the last time 
and when I came back in the eve it was 
all torn up and I marveled at the speed 
with which it had been accomplished. 
The next day they came with a big disc 
and proceeded to put those chunks of 
oil and gravel in a shape whereby it 
could be handled—and again I marvel- 
ed at the speed and skill with which it 
was accomplished. I have heard people 
crab about the road men killing time, 
and I was just a bit curious to know 
how much of it was true. Well, if there 
is any time killed it was not done by 
the men who came to make our road, 
and I was amazed at the skill and 
speed of every move they made. A big 
Holt furnished the power and under the 
skillful hand of the pilot it made the 
horse-propelled road machinery look 
like the proverial thirty cents. In three 
days they had the roadbed ready for 
the rock, and then came a fleet of eight 
monster trucks hauling 
disintegrated 


granite from the San Gabriel canyon, 
and here again I scarcely believed my 
own eyes. The material is loaded with 
a steam shovel and dumped from the 
truck with a skill that only can be 
acquired by an artist with the truck. 
They did a half mile in three days, 
and then again the Holt and the road 
scraper distributed it in a way that 
only skilled labor can put over.

signments, charging undue favoritism. 
A candid investigation discloses that 
Mr. Merriam was more than fair to 
those who opposed his election as speak- 
er. There are 53 standing committees 
in' the assembly and 80 members so it 
is apparent that some members could 
not be given chairmanships, but I think 
despite the newspaper criticism, the 
members of the house feel that they 
have been most fairly treated. 


There is very little chance of any ad- 


ministration or anti-administration fight 
arising during the 
present 
session. 


Despite reports to the contrary, there 
is a very prevalent expression of sat- 
isfaction with the budget and prospects 
for a repetition of the budget fight of 
1923 are very remote. 


Another impression should bo cor- 


rected as to the division of the assem- 
bly on the administration. The vote of 
39 to 40 for speaker was used as a basis 
of estimating the voting strength of 
the two so-called factions. As a mat- 
ter of fact, on any question of impor- 
tance, the ratio would be enhanced by 
the addition of several votes in the ad- 
ministration column. Most of the talk 
about the administration and anti-ad- 
ministration is purely political for it is 
very doubtful if any issue will arise 
during the present session where such 
lines between factions will be drawn.

If there is any money being 
wasted in road work it most certainly 
was not on our street, and in the future 
when I hear people talking about men 
spldiering on the work I will have ^o 
defend them, because under my obser- 
vation it is false, and I like to see jus- 
tice done. 


Oue of the most wonderful things con- 


nected with the development of the 
state is the efficient method of rnnd- 
building and the speed and thorough- 
ness of the work. What would our 
country be like if we had to go back 
to roads such as we had ten years ago, 
or to bring it down to date, roads like 
the one just torn up on Bonita? Few 
people would care to motor over the 
Lincoln highway for miles to get to 
this country, but now it is the paradise 
of the motor world. Touririts come and 
go, singing the praise of our wonderful 
roads, longing to get back with their 
own machine to drive over them. Moun- 
tains of disintegrated granite in close 
proximity to the place needed make it 
possible to build more and better roads 
in this country than anywhere else, and 
cheap oil gives us a material to keep 
them repaired, and nowhere else in the 
United States is it possible to build as 
cheaply as we can here. This fact, to- 
gether with trained men under efficient 
superintendence is giving us a place in 
the hearts of the world that is bearing | 
fruit, and as a result people are coming 
our way so fast that it is taxing our 
road builders to their utmost to build 
roads fast enough for them all. If you 
are inclined to criticize our road de- 
partment, just investigate a bit before 
you do it and you may change your 
mind.

The occasion was a reception and 


eonfcreiu'e with the world's three great- 
est weather forecasters, E. H. Boyce. 
chief of the 1". S. Weather bureau at 
Washington, 1 Col. II. B. Hershey, chief 
of the l.ns Angeles office and 
Floyd 


Young, chief ot the citrus d e p a r t m e n t 1 


of the I'. S. Weather bureau. 
During 


the evening these men addressed the 
conference. 
On account of the impor- 


tance and timeliness ot' their subject 
we are furnishing our readers with the 
high lights of their addresses. 


•Col. H. B. Hersliey, after speaking of 


the wonderful climate iliat has induced 
men to subdue the desert of Southern 
California, gave some interesting data 
concerning the weather bureau in Sou- 
thern California as he found it five 
years ago. 
He spoke of the difficulties 


encountered in getting the central office 
at Washington to realize the value of 
thi'- service to the western coast and of 
the necessity for the appropriations by 
congress for this work. 


In concluding. Col. Hersliey spoke of 


Mr. E. H. Boyce, formerly head of the 
U. !?. weather bureau at Washington, 
but recently transferred to San Fran- 
cisco as head of the department on the 
Pacific coast, in the following words: 


"There has been a change in the fore- 


cast office at San Francisco and I am 
happy to say that they picked a man 
who is acknowledged to be the best 
forecaster in the V. S. weather bureau 
to take charge of that work. 
He is 


now in Southern California to study our 
problems so that he may work better 
for you. and I know that you are going 
to get the best service from the U. S. 
weather bureau that can possibly be 
given you. You have the best forecas- 
ter and the best corps of men, and I am 
proud to be working in that crowd my- 
self." 


Mr. Floyd Young, who has worked for 


the past eight years with the citrus 
growers, spoke of orchard heating Vicing 
used as early as 77 A. D., by the Romans 
to protect their vineyards from frost, 
believing the smoke formed the protec- 
tion. He said: 


"There are some places in the United 


States where they have not advanced 
beyond that stage. 
They still think 


all that is necessary to afford protec- 
tion is to build smudge fires and throw 
the smoke oi-er the orchards." 


Taking up the topic of the weather, 


Mr. Young spoke as follows: 


"The 
problem of increasing the ac- 


curacy of the forecast has been before: 
us. Up to 1!U7, when service .was be- 
gun in Pomona, forecasts had been is- 
sued only in general terms, frost, kill- 
ing frost or light frost. We might have 
all three in the same district on the 
same night. We attempted to make the 
forecast in the terms of the actual low- 
est temperature. Our work has been to 
try to make the forecast more accurate. 
T do not want to give the iinpresssion 
that it is perfect or ever will be, be- 
cause it will not. 


"The 
freeze of 
IP^l! did, such uni- 


versal damage that the California Fruit 
Growers exchange took up the question 
of enlarging this service to cover all the 
districts in Southern California 
and 


finally got the California Citrus League 
to put sufficient money to extend the 
service. 
We now cover all the impor- 


tant citrus districts in Southern Cali- 
fornia and also in the central part of 
the state. 


"The first thing that takes priority 


is forecasting. We get out the temper- 
ature estimates about. 7 p. m. and give 
whatever additional information 
w( 


can in addition to the actual tempera 
ture of the day. We try to give whethei 
it will be a cold night, whether there 
will be a wind or a long steady fall 
whether the normal temperature wil' 
prevail between the low and the liigl 
ground or whether a condition like al 
Christmas time this year, when the tern 
perature was low all the way up to the 
foothills. 
We can get these 
things 


quite accurately, as a general rule. 


''We have done a great deal of ex 


perimental work—for instance, on the 
value of smoke cover. 
The smoke docs 


not have any influence whatever in hold 
ing the heat in the orchard. 
With an 


make use of our records, to snake esti- 
mates on crops for shipments, etc., in 
order TO plan, their .advertising, holding 
ip shipments to eliminate frozen fruit 
n transit, etc.. 


"We have also tested out the dif- 


ferent types of heaters. 
In 1922 we j 


carried on an experiment of that kind 
near Pomona. 
We have cheeked up the 


new devices us rapidly, as they have 
been brought to our attention, and put 
on the market. 
Wre get letter^ all the 


time from all sections of the. United 
States, and 95 per cent of the plans sub- 
mitted have been found impractical." 


E. H. Boyce was then introduced, 


speaking interestingly 
of the various 


departments of work done by 
the 


weather bureau. 
He said, in part: 


"For many years I signeel the weekly 


forecast as supervising forecaster 
at 


Washington, D. 'C. In fact, I think I 
have forecasted from more areas than 
any other living forecaster. 
I have 


forecast weather conditions in France, 
for the aviation service, for the chemi- 
cal warfare service, for the British chan- 
nel to help over air planes, and in con- 
nection with the work of the navy in 
combatting submarines. 
I have taken 


the trip across the Atlantic on that old 
French ship, Zach Cart.ier and have fore- 
cast twice a day for steamships on the 
Atlantic ocean. 


"The work for the citrus growers of 


Southern California is not. the only work 
the weather bureau is doing 
on the 
i

in the San Joaqnin valley 


they raise other fruits and have a try- 
ing season, and they are just as much 
afraid of rains at that time of the year, 
in August, September and October, as 
you are of frosts in December, Janu- 
ary and February, and they call on us 
for information in protecting 
their 


crops. 
In Washington and Oregon, to 


protect their tremendous forests against 
fire. 


"If 
the weather bureau was not a 


revenue producing organization 
from 


the government standpoint we 
would 


absolutely clear flame, no smoke, the get no appropriations. 
How can we 


temperature coulel be raised about as 
easily. We worked on the difference in 
temperature between the low spots and 
the high spots. We established stations 
on the San Jose hills and found some 
remarkable differences there under cer- 
tain 
conditions, I

"•renter difference exists here in mini- 
mum temperature than in any 
other 


place in the United States or in the 
world where citrus or agriculture in 
general is carried on. 


"Then we carried on a temperature 


survey of the districts, by establishing 
a large number of stations over the 
district—little white shelters containing 
a rather complete set of instruments to 
measure the temperature. 
We visited 


these stations nightly to get the lowest 
temperature through the winter sea- 
sons. 


'All the citrus marketing agencies 


help in raising government revenue? 
We protect your fruit, or, we help you 
protect it. It means profit to the gov- 
ernment. In 1923 on the Great Lakes, 
we maintained a warning service and 
the season passed without the wrecking 
of a vessel. When we announced a hur- 
ricane is bound 
from the Carribean 


sea to the Gulf of Mexico, they can let 
up on the shipping on that coast and 
,4100,000,OflO worth of shipping in the, 
Mississippi river made safe by posting 
a hurricane warning. 


"Xow, this frost problem is one you 


are not alone engaged in solving. 
The 


first work the weather bureau did in con- 
nection with the protection of a crop 
from frost was on tli'e cranberries that 
are grown around Cape Cod and in the 
marshes of !NTew Jersey and Wisconsin. 
They could not raise the cranberries if 
they did not get the weather bureau

Gat 
Gasoline Tax—Six Cents a Gallon 1 


These extracts are taken from an advance proof from the 


Standard Oil bulletin of January 25. published by the Standard 
Oil company: 


"From Oregon comes the astonishing suggestion that the 


state gasoline tax of 3 cents a gallon be doubled—increased to 
6 cents a gallon. Oregon, it appears, wants more funds for 
highway construction, and, as in the past, those desiring such 
funds look to the motorist and his gasoline as a convenient 
source of revenue. 


The gasoline tax was originated in Oregon in 1919, at 1 cent 


a gallon. The next biennial session of the legislature, in 1921, 
doubled it, making 2 cents, and the next legislature, that of 
1923, added another cent, making a total of three cents. The 
legislature soon meets again and again will consider more 
taxation. 


"What has happened in Oregon has happened elsewhere on 


the Pacific coast. California adopted a gasoline tax two years 
ago. 
The California legislature is again in session, and it is 


proposed that the tax be increased. In 1921 the state of Wash- 
ington adopted a one-cent tax. They made it two cents two 
years later. Nexada adopted a two-cent tax in 1923 and is now 
considering an increase. Arizona decided on a one-cent tax in 
1921, and made it three cents in 1923. 


"No opportunity has been lost in any of these states to 


increase gasoline taxes. The two-year interval between revis- 
ions upward presumably exist only because the various legisla- 
tures meet every two years. It is interesting to contemplate 


' how high taxes might be if legislatures should meet anrosUy 


"The trend of events clearly indicates the dangerous length 


to which this business of gasoline taxation may be carried, and 
the great burdens which are loaded upon the heavily taxed 
motorist and upon the marketer of gasoline. 


"The original discussion of a California gasoline tax two 


years ago concerned one cent a gallon, but when'the law was 
adopted the bill was two cents; now three cents is proposed. 
There can be no guarantee that a future legislature will not 
make it four cents; that is, no guarantee except the fact that 
the motoring public is no longer apathetic about its taxes and 
that henceforth it will register its objections, not only against 
an increase of two or three cents per gallon, but against any 
increase whatever. 


"To tax the motorists for permanent public improvements 


is economically unsound, as well as a radical departure from 
California's' highway building policy. To settle huge taxation 
on a single commodity is grossly unfair to one of the greatest 
industries of California."

The Murderer Must Hang 


With the knowledge that sure and terrible retribution is in 


store for the criminal, murders and holdups in California are 
likely to be fewer in number during the year just before us. 
Last week, in California, three men were hung for the murder 
of one victim: These men had killed a man whom they had 
been engaged in robbing. The killing was wanton, since their 
victim was not resisting. However, one of the three accepted 
the full responsibility of the shooting. If the hanging of these 
three men as a price for the death of one is regarded as an ex- 
cessive exaction, it may be borne in mind that the victim was a 
useful and law abiding citizen, and that the three were worse 
than useless. They belonged to the class that elects to be a 
burden oa society, and constitutes a menace on its safety. 


Personally, We feel that the governor is to be commended 


on the firm stand that he has taken for the protection of human 
life. He undoubtedly believes that the purpose of the law 
against murder is to protect human life in general, instead of 
the life of the assassin, which so often following the crime be- 
comes so "sacred" that criminal lawyers and .professional sob- 
sisters weep in court that it should be imperiled by the statutes. 


If the criminally inclined understood that there was no es- 


caping the penalty for murder, life would soon become eacred 
in California.
